VOUNGEMENTS 


PARITY BILL INTRODUCED 


A bill granting the Army Dental 
Corps administrative parity with the 
Army Medical Corps, similar to that 
granted by Congress to the Navy Dental 
Corps, has been introduced in the House 
of Representatives by Congressman John 
J. Sparkman of Alabama. 

The proposed bill provides that the 
Army Dental Corps shall be given author- 
ity to direct all matters relating to den- 
tistry without the intervention of medical 
officers. The Dental Corps, however, will 
remain as a part of the Army Medical 
Department under the command of the 
Surgeon General. 


CHICAGO COLLEGE ANNOUNCES 
REFRESHER COURSES 


As part of its postwar program for the 
advancement of dentistry, the School of 
Dentistry of Loyola University, Chicago 
College of Dental Surgery, is offering 
several refresher courses. Although de- 
signed primarily for dentists returning 
from military service, any ethical dentist 
is eligible for enrollment. The size of the 
classes is limited to ten students and the 
selection of candidates will be made by 
the Committee on Postgraduate Study 
at the College. 

There are five refresher courses sched- 
uled, each on two half-days a week for 
a period of ten weeks. None of these 
courses lead to a degree nor earn aca- 
demic credit toward one. The tuition for 
the course in each single subject is $65: 
all five together $300. A candidate will 
be required to send in a matriculation 
fee of $25 with his application, which 
amount is applied to the tuition. 

All five courses are designed to be 
practical and they cover a variety of sub- 
jects. The teachers are outstanding men 
in the profession and all have had a world 
of experience in their particular fields. 
The courses run from October 14 to De- 
cember 20. Anyone interested should

A. A. DUBIN CASE IN 
ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT 


Assistant Attorney General Albert E. 
Hallett has filed the reply brief and ar- 
gument in the Illinois Supreme Court on 
behalf of the Department of Registration 
and Education in its case against Dr. A. 
A. Dubin. It is expected that the court 
will hear this case at its Fall term, which 
begins September 9. 

Mr. Hallett resumed his duties in the 
Attorney General’s office after his dis- 
charge from the United States Army. 
While in the Army, Mr. Hallett served 
in the Pacific area as Staff Judge Advo- 
cate of the Seventh Division Command. 


HEALTH SURVEY IN PROGRESS 


The Dental Section of the Chicago- 
Cook County Health Survey has mailed 
a questionnaire to each practicing dentist 
in the Chicago area, This questionnaire 
is an official project of the United States 
Public Health Service and no signature 
is required. Members of the Chicago 
Dental Society are urged to return their 
questionnaires promptly. 


VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 
DENTAL PROGRAM 


There seems to be some misunder- 
standing relative te the method of becom- 
ing a Participating Dentist in the Veter- 
ans Program. Several Chicago Dental 
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Society members have written in to the 
State Secretary, Dr. Jacob, requesting 
that they be put on the list. It is obviously 
impossible for the State Secretary’s office 
to answer each request individually. 

The blank carried in the Illinois Dental 
Journal (July and August) states that it 
is to be returned to the office of the Secre- 
tary as a request for an application for 
appointment as Participating Dentist. 
These appointments come from the Vet- 
erans Administration after the applica- 
tions have been completed and returned. 

Dr. Clarence A. Toline, Chief of the 
Dental Division, has assured Dr. Jacob 
that the application blanks will be ready 
in the very near future, possibly by the 
time this notice appears.
